DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is a reply to Applicant's communication filed on February 1 3, 
2009 in response to the Office action mailed on November 14, 2008. Applicant's 
remarks and/or amendment to the claims were considered with the following results. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 27-30 are pending. Claims 10-26 were previously withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 3, paragraph 1 , page 4, paragraph 3, page 8, 
paragraph 1, and page 9, of the remarks filed February 13, 2009, with respect to claims 
1 , 8, 27, and 28, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-9 and 27-30 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

5. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. In claim 1 , line 8, "the first requested data" should be changed to -a first 
requested data". 

b. Claims 10-26 are canceled.

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of 
applicant's arguments on page 3, paragraph 1, page 4, paragraph 3 of the remarks, that 
"Shinagawa (5,937,427), rather than concurrently transferring data from the mass 
storage device to the host and from the cache to the host, discloses simultaneously 
transferring the file (data) from the host to the cache memory and to the disc", and page 
8, paragraph 1 of the remarks that "rather than substantially concurrently transferring 
data from the mass storage device to the host and from the cache to the host, Satoh 
(5,313,612) discloses transferring the host data from host device to the cache memory 
and to the optical disk drive", claims 1-9 and 27-30 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
